The recent address of President Truman, outlining the 
White Houae policy on various economic matter* on the home 
front, wa* *o filii of absurd it ie*, inconsistencies and self-contra­ 
dictions that one hardly know* where to begin analysing it.

That delusion stymied recon 
version, greatly increased scarcities of civilian goods, brought 
about the worst 16 months of labor strife this nation ever saw, 
eventually tent prices skyrocketing—and in the end, broke the 
back of the Democratic Party. 
That program waa an eeaential part of what the American 
people said they had "had enough" of on election day. 
And here it is back again. "THia ie where we came int" 
Industry, upon which the prosperity of the American nation 
depends, is caught in exactly the same dilemma it faced two 
years ago. Rising wages on the one hand. A National Admin­ 
istration demanding lower prices on the other—broadly hinting 
that price controls will bo re-established.

The President's speech urns made shortly after an an* 
nouncement had been published that steel had granted a new 
wage increase, and while motors were negotiating for a similar 
one. In the backs of the minds of the managements of these 
two industries was the hope, undoubtedly, that existing price 
levels would be maintained long enough for these higher wages 
to earn themselves out. 
Now the President is on the air with a demand for the 
prices to be cut; intimating that profiteering ie the only reason 
why they are high; blandly and openly warning off potential 
buyers, upon whose demand industrial activity relies for etpan- 
sion, that if they will just hold off a while, he will get them 
cheaper prices. 
Is that the way to get production started) Ie that the way 
to achieve prosperity and stability) Of course not I But it ie 
one way to play politico It is a way to steam up distention, con­ 
fusion, unrest, to play the game of the radical element who want 
this nation to go Communist.
